THE MISSION OF MARINER (1) Through the Window 
By Don Oakley and John Lane 


On Nov . ‘28 ,19 6 4, a spacecraft was launched 
from Cape Kennedy , Fia., in the first Amer­ 
ican ex periment to reach the planet Mars 
and ex plore space bey ond the earth’s orbit. 
This was Mariner IV, a 575-pound, wind­ 
mill-shaped array of solar cells, sensors, radios, 
telev ision camera and other complex instru­ 
ments. The hopes of National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration and California In­ 
stitute of Technolog y ’s J et Propulsion Labora­ 
tory , builder of the Mariner, balanced on the 
flames of the Atlas-Ag ena launch v ehicle as it 
lifted off the pad. 
If Mariner IV missed its precise trajectory , 
if its radios failed, if any one of a thousand 
possible accidents happened to it during the 
course of its 325-million-nnle mission, there 
would be no chance of launching another 
probe until 19 66. 


Because earth and Mars trav el about the 
sun at different speeds and in different 
p l a n e s , a “ space window” — a fav orable 
launch period — occurs between their orbits 
only about ev ery 25 months. Such a window 
opened for 30 day s beg inning Nov . 4, 19 64. 
On Nov . 5. Mariner III was launched. It was 
doomed almost immediately when the pro­ 
tectiv e shroud cov ering it failed to drop off. 
Now' Mariner IV, with a newly desig ned 
shroud, arced toward space. After 324 sec­ 
onds of burning , the 367,000-pound-thrust At­ 
la s shut down and the second-stag e Ag ena 
separated and ig nited. Deliv ering an addi­ 
tional 16,000 pounds of thrust for 147 more 
seconds, it placed itself and its pay load into 
a temporary parking orbit 115 miles hig h. 
After coasting for a half hour, the Ag ena 
was restarted ov er the Indian Ocean for a 


final 9 6 seconds to boost Mariner’s speed to 
escape v elocity and point it throug h the win­ 
dow toward Mars. 
This v elocity —the speed of the two rockets 
added to the spin of the earth—was calculated 
at 25,59 1 miles per hour. The actual v elocity 
achiev ed by Mariner was fantastically close 
— 25.59 8 m.p.h.—y et ov er the v ast distance 
inv olv ed in the journey , this difference of 
sev en miles an hour w» ould hav e caused Mar­ 
iner to nnss Mars by a useless 151,000 miles. 
The error, howev er, was well within the 
capability of Mariner s midcourse g uidance 
sy stem. But that correction would come later. 
Mariner first had something else to do— find 
the lig ht of a star that beg an its trip to our 
solar sy stem about the time the American 
Civ il War was coming to a close.
